When thpre is an abundance of plant 


food m the soil in an available condition 
tue greater is the loss by leacbing. There 
is also some loss of ammonia, which es- 
capes into the atmosphere, hut tbe rains 
bring back to tbe soil nitric acid from 
the atmosphere, in variable Quantities, it 
beiuf! estimated that five pounds of 
nitrogen per acre comes to the soil in 
that manner. The loss of ammonia 
from one farm may be a gain to another, 
and any Joss ot plant food from the ma- 
nure or soil is so much gone that cannot 
be secured again without cost. 


Farming is a, business, and every farm- 


er is in competition not only with his 
neighbor, but with farmers in all coun- 
tries. When there is a surplus of any 
crop the price falls, and each buyer then 
selects tbe best and rejects the inferior. 
The farmer must grow larger and better 
crops la order to meet competition mhis 
line. To do so be must use the latest 
improved implements, and be willing to 
invest in chemical fertilizers, so as to 
reduce the cost of production. The man 
with the best tools and implements will 
always go ahead of him who depends 
solely ou hand labui. 


Farmers are frequently offered dis- 


ease-proof plants and trees, so-called, 
but it may be safely claimed that no va- 
riety ot pear, grape, ciierry, apple, peach, 
gooseberry or other fruit is exempt from 
diseases peculiar to its species. 
Some 


varieties may not be so susceptible to 
disease as others, but if within range of 
disease they will surely be attacked. 


The garden 
plot 
for strawberries 


should be plowed or spaded now, left 
rough, ai,d covered with line manure. 
The frost will still further pulverize the 
manure, dud in the spring the ground 
should be spaded again and the raKe 
used to get it in flue condition, the 
plants beino set out in April, if possible. 
With this treatment aplot of one-eighth 
of an acre of ground iu strawberries will 
produce sufficient for a regular supply 
for a large family. 


Sometimes maggots 
or lice injure 


young trees at the roots, peach and plum 
trees being more Irequently attacked 
than other kinds. Remove tbe earth so 
as to expose as much of the roots as pos- 
sible, and saturate the earth at the roots 
witii soap sudd and then scatter a pound 
of kniuii, ou the roots littore returning | 
the earth :o i:s plsce. Ttmtiees will not j 
be injured and the "hu-.aites will bo de- 
stroyed.
